Defence; And that vou map be ina Readimeſle, 
and a Poſture to Defend your ſelves and me, a⸗ 
gainſt any Jnvaſion oz Rebellion, J have Armed 
ſeverall Perſons of Honour, Quality and Repu- 
tation amongſ{-pyou, and of your own Countrey, - 
With a Commillion-of Array to that purpole: 
There is no honeſt end declared in that Oꝛdi⸗ 
nance, which is not pꝛovided koꝛ by this Commii⸗ 
ſion, which accoꝛding to the old known Law, 
on >» your Obedience, and J doubt not will 
eit. | 
In a woꝛd, J aſlure you, upon the faith and 
Yonour of a chꝛiſtian Bing, J will be alwayes 
as tender of any thing which may advance the - 
true Pꝛoteſtant Religion, pꝛotect and pꝛeſerve the 
Lawes of the Land, and defend the juſt Paviledge 
and Freedom of Parliament, as of my Life, oz
